COL. BRYAN SPEAKS 
Dr. Blancke then introdu ced Colonel 
Bry an, who was greeted with cheers 
as he arose to spikk 
After a few 
introdu ctory 
remarks *tbe 
silv er- 
tongu ed orator lau nched u pon 
his 
masterly address u pon ‘ The Valu e of 
an Ideal.” The crowd was mov ed to 
frequ ent applau se du ring his flights 
of oratory . The two leading political 
parties were thrown u pon the canv ass 
time and again. He adm itted cor­ 
ru ption in both parties and spoke of 
an ideal to resist the tem ptations of 
life, an ideal to driv e ou t this bribery 
and v ote-bu y ing, as the only means 
for wiping it ou t. He said that it 
was a mean ex cu se to plead that the 
only way to fight corru ption was with 
corru ption, that the dev il mu st be 
fou ght by fire. Something mu st be 
fou nd, something stronger than money , 
and that something was conscience. 
In a patriotic bu rst of oratory , Mr. 
Bry an spoke of the national ideal as 
one which shou ld make this cou ntry a 
shining light to all others, that will 
make the American flag lov ed, not 
feared, and that ev ery one may look at 
it and know that it stands for hu man 
rights. 
It is not that we want to in­ 
crease ou r nav y 
We m u st better 
that which we hav e. Instead of wait­ 
ing to see Oid Glory float from all the 
world, let it stand for ju stice. 
Let 
foreigners look at it and say , ‘‘T hat 
stands for ou r rights as well as the 
American’s.” That ts ou r national 
ideal. 
Bry an also spoke of the v alu e of an 
ideal in other than national lines. ‘‘If 
I can leav e one thou ght impressed 
u pon the minds of the y ou ng men 
present,” he continu ed, ‘‘it is that 
y ou r ideal shou ld be not to see bow 
mu ch y ou can take ou t of this* world, 
bu t how mu ch y ou can leav e for it. 
If we hav e some something to striv e 
for, we will leav e behiu d u s mu ch 
more than we otherwise wou ld.”

30, 
1905 . 
This report is made u p from the an­ 
nu al reports from each school tru stee 
in the sev eral townships, and is v ery 
ex hau stiv e. I t requ ired the greater 
part of two weeks to compile it and 
get it in shape for the state su perin­ 
tendent’s office at Springfield. The 
report is not du e u ntil Au gu st 15 , 
bu t Su perintendent Edwards likes to 
hav e his report sent in first so as to 
ease his other official du ties. 
The general pu blic will be inter­ 
ested in the following data taken 
from the report: 


NUMBER CHILDREN UNDER 21 YEARS.

The disease is almost exclu­ 
sively among the unacclimated Ital­ 
ians and the very poor, and has not 
spread outside of these limits. 
The first death has occurred in the 
emergency hospital, which was opened 
with similar cases. 
The rule as to 
isolutlon of those stricken is being 
rigidly enforced: so is the rule that 
those living in infected districts must 
continue to live there, and not go out­ 
side to l>e stricken and increase the 
foci. 
Quarantine is also strict, and 
persons violating it are prosecuted in 
the courts.

to "church ales," the ob ject of which 
w as to get money for church expenses. 
The feast 
w as organized 
b y 
the 
church w ardens, "who provided a good 
spread a t so much a head, and credited 
the profits to the church expenditure.” 
It first appears as the “church ale,*’ 
then as the "king’s a le /’ then later as 
“our b anquet at W hitsuntide.” . It was 
prob ab ly held in the church and w ent 
on until 10*43, the year after tb e civil 
w ar b roke out, 
when prob ab ly the 
P uritans put an end to such festivities, j 
It was popular evidently. 
One enterprising churchw arden has 
left on record all the good things which 
• 
w ere 
prepared 
for 
the 
Crondall 
“church ale” in the year 1587. 
They 
had a b aud, b rew ed a quantity of ale. 
and m ade a profit of *42. 
As money 
w as then w orth nearly ten tim es as 1 
much as now, the “church ale” may b e ' 
said to have b rought in ab out $400, ! 
which w as just 
100 per cent on the 
outlay. 
The b and w as hired for four j 
days.

It is not so very many years ago 
when the m ajority of the afflicted of 
mankind turned instinctively to the 
woods and fields for herb s and sim ples 
to cure them of tie ir ills. 
It did not 
require much re earth to discover that 
side 1 y side with plants most b ene­ 
ficial grew m any deadly to man and his 
lesser b rothers, the anim als. 
It is a 
question which character of plants 
a 
prim itive 
people availed 
them selves 
most of, for poisons w ere long eonsid- 
eted convenient and safe m eans for 
deposing o f an enemy, and their use 
has not yet b een ab andoned b y more 
or less vavag'» trib es. 
Today the vegetab le kingdom is still 
largely dep< : led upon for poisons and 
palliative« , medicines and pain killers, 
real or im aginary, b ut the fact is gen­ 
erally lost 
gilt of iu the b ew ildering 
array of extracts and tinctures, chem ­ 
icals and narcotics displayed on the 
apothecaries* shelves in lieu of the 
1 ’indies of herb s which used to hang 
from the ceiling or rafters of the earlier 
shops. 
A professor of the College of P har­ 
macy recently rem inded a num b er of 
>>tanists aud their friends In a lec- 
ture at the New York Botanical gar- 
len or’ the vegetab le poisons and their 
strange uses. 
Although he talked for 
an hour, he had to regret that the tim e 
was too b rief to more than touch upon 
the sub ject. 
He b egan b y pointing 
out that some plants popularly re­ 
garded as poisons are not so, b ut act 
mechanically. 
Such are some of the 
western grasses, which kill sheep b y 
their long, sharp, stout b arb ed aw ns, 
which pierce the digestive organs and 
cause fatal inflammation. 
In order to b e poisonous, the effects 
In or upon the b ody m ust b e chemical 
or molecular. 
Hence, it is not the 
plant b ody which is poisonous, b ut 
some chemical constituent w ithin the 
cells. 
O ften these sub stances can b e 
seen with the microscope, in crystal­ 
line form, in the dried plant tissues. 
This Is true of strychnine in nux vom­ 
ica seeds. 
In other instances the poi­ 
sons cannot b e seen, and are very dif­ 
ficult to separate and study. 
Students are divided in opinion on 
the question. "W hy are poisons pres­ 
ent in plants?” One answ ers tha t they 
are not there for any purpose; that 
they are w aste processes, and 
are 
poisonous 
b ecause 
such 
sub stauces 
are usually so, and that tb e plant de­ 
posits 
them 
In leaves, outer 
b ark, 
fruits and seeds, until it can get rid 
of them b y the falling off of these 
deciduous parts. 
Another view is that during such 
tim e as they rem ain they are of use 
to the plant, ami it is for this reason 
that they exist iu it« b ody in the form 
and with the properties they possess. 
The percentage of poison varies with 
the stage and developm ent of the plant 
or with the season, and such varia­ 
tions usually coincide with the need of 
greater or less protection b y the plant. 
The poison of the henb ane, for in­ 
stance, changes its location from one 
part of the plant to another, accord­ 
ing to its special need of such a safe­ 
guard. 
Other sub stances harm less to man 
are deadly to vegetab le germ s which 
cause the plaut to decay. 
They are 
usually produced when needed, and 
m any of them are never b rought forth 
otherw ise. 
The im portant m edicinal 
sub stance, copaib a, is stored in the 
tree trunks as soon as decay produces 
u cavity. 
It tends to check decay, b ut 
if pow erless to prevent It continues 
to increase in quantity. * Sub stances 
used b y plan ts for antiseptic purposes 
have b een utilized b y m an for the 
sam e purpose, while sub stances poison­ 
ous In large am ounts have b een found 
to b ring ab out im provem ent in dis­ 
eased conditions In modified and re­ 
duced doses. 
Catching fish w ith poison is so com­ 
mon, am ong the Indians a t least, thut 
j 
the fruit of the Cocculus lndicus, the 
1 
sub stance oftenest used. Is b est known 1 
as fish b erry. 
Its poisonous constitu- ! 
ent Is plcrotorin, which acts In m any , 
w ays like strychnine, b ut does not af­ 
fect the wholesom eness of the fish for 
food. 
In tropical America m any veg­ 
etab le sub stances containing sapronin 
and tannin are used for the sam e pur­ 
pose. The sapronin acts som ew hat like 
strychnine, while the tannin Is said to 
act b y com b ining w ith the free oxygen 
in the w ater, compelling the fishes to 
come to the surface for oxygen. 
In 
ail these cases the fish are merely in­ 
toxicated and caused to flounder help­ 
lessly to the surface, where they are 
easily caught. 
H um anity, as a whole, 
has come to look upon poison as a too 
cowardly and ignob le weapon for any 
class to employ, so convicted crim inals 
can now eat their m eals with safety 
and one’s enem ies feel equally secure 
a t tab le 
In India, however, poison is 
still an approved weapon of revenge, 
and the cattle of the enemy are the 
most common victims. 
For such wovk a seed resem b ling a 
small pea, scarlet, w ith a b lack eye, is 
usually employed. 
Locally It is called 
love pea, or jequirlty. 
Properly it is 
known as ab rus. 
The seed Is very 
poisonous if eaten, and much more so 
If It gets into the b lood through a 
wound. 
Its active constituent is ab - 
sln, a m ixture of tw o toxalb um ens, 
very sim ilar to snake venom and much 
more poisonous. The natives grind the 
seed to a fine powder, mix it to a pulp 
with w ater and mold it into sharp 
pencil-like points. 
These are m ounted 
on the end of a stick and used to prick 
the anim al, which usually dies w ithin 
a night. 
H um an b eings have 
been 
known to have been poisoned in this 


way. 
A preparation of lira c s.V.is i*{ 
« tk.* usfd in severe uud ob lim ite a s e ., 
of granulated eyehus, b ut the treat- \ 
ineur is heroic and is resorted to only 
as a last moans. 
Tb e seed of the castor oil p la n t now 
quite a fam iliar decoration of even 
northern gardens, contains ricin, a poi­ 
son very sim ilar to ab sin.

ORIGIN OF FLY FISHING.

Prob ab ly few fishermen are aw are 
tha t fly fishing dates b ack to classic 
times, says Forest and Stream . 
A 
m inute description of the artificial fly 
as used b y M acedouian anglers is giv­ 
en b y Aeliau, a Greek wri.ter of the 
third century A. P.. as follows: 
"B etw een Berea and Thessaloniea 
there flows a river. A straeus b y nam e, 
and there in it ftshes of a spotted col­ 
or, b ut b y w hat nam e the people of 
those parts call them it is b etter to 
ask M acedonians, 
A t any rate, these 
fish live upon thé native files, which 
fall into the river and are like no flies 
of any other part. 
One would neither 
call them wasp like In appearance nor 
would one reply to a question that this 
creature is formed like w hat we call 
the b umb leb ees nor yet like the honey­ 
b ees themselves. 
It has really the 
proper fashion of each of the ab ove. 
In audacity It is like a fly, in size it 
m ight b e called a b um b leb ee, in color

All common creatures 
of this sort are called horse tails. 
These pitch upon the stream to seek 
the food they affect, b ut cannot help 
b eing seen b y the fish, which swim 
underneath. 
"So whenever one of them sees the 
fly floating he comes softly, sw im m ing 
under the water, fearful of disturb ing 
the surface and so scaring aw ay his 
game. 
Then he com es near the shady 
side of the fly. gapes and sucks him 
In, just like a wolf snatching a sheep 
from the fold or an eagle a goose from 
the yard. 
This done, he disappears 
b eneath the ripple. 
The fishermen un­ 
derstand these m aneuvers, b ut they do 
not m ake any use of these flies for a 
b ait for the fish, for If the hum an hand 
lays b old of them they lose their n at­ 
ural color, their wings fray, and they 
b ecome uneatab le to the fish. 
So for 
this reason they m ake no use of them , 
disliking them b ecause their nature 
forb ids tb eir capture. 
So w ith an­ 
gling craft they outw it the fish, devis­ 
ing a sort of lure again st them. They 
lap a lock of reddish wool round the 
hook and to the wool tw o cock’s feath­ 
ers. which grow under the w attles and 
are b rought to the proper color w ith 
wax. 
The rod is from six to ten feet 
Jong, and the horsehair line has the 
sam e length. 
They lower the lure. 
The fish is attracted b y the color, ex­ 
cited, draw s close, and, judging from 
its b eautiful api*earance that it will 
ob tain a marvelous b anquet, forthw ith 
opens its mouth, b ut is caught b y the 
hook, and b itter indeed is the feast it 
has, Inasmuch as it Is captured.”

; by to fall through and y et giving the 
- Infant plenty of light and air. 
Before commencing her work for the 
day the Lapp mother places her child 
‘ in the basket and hangs it on the limb 
of some nearby tree, occupation being 
found for the little one by stringing 
toy s upon a cord passed across the top 
of the basket. 
‘ 
Thus provided, the child spends the 
entire day in the open and y et at the 
same time is guarded from the troubles 
and dangers of outdoor child life in 
other countries. 
Tbe basket idea curiously parallels 
the Indian idea of strapping the pa­ 
poose into a carry ing case, but the 
Lapp baby has the a dvantage over Its 
* Indian fellow in that its limbs are un­ 
confined and a certain amount of liber­ 
ty of movement is afforded. 
The child is carried from place to 
place in the same basket, the cord by 
which it is attached to a tree being 
, slung over the shoulder.
